had been laboriously hauled, who 
w ere tho long-dead artisan s th a t had 
h bowed and shaped them , w h at 
had been their use, and w hy they 
now stood em pty, scoured by w ind 
and rain, the French rulers of the 
province did not pretend to guess. 
l f the Laotians knew, tho tale w as 
told only in the joss house, w here 
the yellow gods sa t sm iling, and w as 
never w hispered in a w h ite m a n ’s 
cur 
The lid of one of the jars bore the 
carved likeness of a skeleton, su g- 
£ 0 8 ti rig that it had once held hum an 
bones. Griffin made the g u ess that 
these were the sepulchers of the old 
L aotian kings and their fam ilies. 
Ned saw Bu Bow fu rtively s a la a m ­ 
ing to one of the jars, and even 
< hamburg fanatical antiquary thu t 
he was, walked am ong them w ith a 
kind of glory on his handsom e face. 
T ravelin g slow ly, before sundow n 
they were in sigh t of tho ancient 
L aotian capital, C hieng-khuang. As 
lab* as tw o centuries ago, it* pow er 
and glory had seemed os secure and 
everlastin g oh its royal d y n a sty , the 
"I orth o f Life."

A n y w a y , 
when the French came, in 1893, th e 
kings w ere fu g itiv es and their p a l­ 
aces fallen ; tho hundred tem p les 
lay in ruin; the fortifications wero 
mere gra sy m ounds hardly d istin ­ 
guishable from the natu ral h ills;
